A national program watching for 
the West Nile virus doesn’t include 
Alberta or B.C., but an expert says 
it’s just a matter of time until the 
potentially-deadly virus moves here 
from the Eastern U.S. 

An outbreak of the West Nile 
virus occurred in New York City 
last summer, killing seven people. 
The virus lives in birds and is trans- 
mitted to humans by mosquitoes 
and its spread has worsened. 

Health Canada is conducting a 
surveillance program for the virus 
along the U.S. border from 
Newfoundland to Saskatchewan. 
Alberta and B.C. have been omitted 
because it is believed birds that may 
carry the virus don’t migrate this far 
west. 

But a prominent virologist says 
the virus will eventually make its 
way here. 

“Almost certainly it will work its 
way across to the western part of 
the continent,” said Harvey Artsob, 
chief of zoonic diseases at Health 
Canada’s Winnipeg virology lab. 
“The virus persisted over the win- 
ter, it’s moved a little further up 
north into broader states. There’s 
that much bigger of a chance.” 

Artsob said the virus can work its 
way west the same way it first 
entered North America last sum-

It started when D’Ambola was 
in her early teens — she had to 
tell bar owners that she was 18 so 
she could enter herself into 
singing competitions. Those con- 
tests led to a job offer singing at a 
hotel in Las Vegas when 
D’Ambola was just 15-years-old. 
She turned down the offer, opting 
to finish high school instead. 

Sacrifice came in high school, 
when D’Ambola found herself 
working a variety of part-time 
jobs, but not being able to go out 
with her friends and spend the 
money she made. “Any job that I 
did get — every cent that I did 
make went to my music, so I 
wasn’t a girl who had a car of my 
own and I didn’t go shopping for 
clothing every week,” she said. 
‘Tve done everything from selling 
footwear . . . to assembly line 
work to retail.” Some of those 
experiences, D’Ambola recalled, 
were far from pleasant, but she 
was able to go to work by reassur- 
ing herself that everything would 
work out in the end. 

The extensive training is some- 
thing D’Ambola also started in her 
teens. Even though she always 
knew she wanted to be a pop 
singer, she chose to study and 
train as an opera singer for four 
years. “I heard that if you could 
sing opera, you could sing any- 
thing,” she said. “It teaches you 
how to preserve your voice, how 
to work out your voice and 
increase your stamina.” 

The years that followed saw 
D’Ambola travel to Europe in 
hopes of getting her career off

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t's hack to NYC's past for Tucel in Joe Gowl’s Secre

t’s 1940 New York, the press 
[ater reads, and Joseph 

Mitchell (Stanley Tucci), a 
reporter at large for The New 
Yorker magazine, is having a morn- 
ing coffee in a local diner when a 
small disheveled man enters. From 
that moment onwards, Mitchell’s 
life will never be quite the same. 
For Joe Gould, the small man (Ian 
Holm), life is rarely the same. 
What happens after that is the film 
called Joe Gould’s Secret 

Joe Gould’s Secret is Tucci’s 
secret. He has become one with 
his material, recreating the 
essence of each bohemian charac- 
ter in 1940’s Greenwich Village and 
bringing them to life so he can 
walk through that reality as one of 
them. Joe Mitchell and Joe Gould 
were both figures in Manhattan in

the ’40s. Mitchell, who lived with 
his wife, photographer Therese 
Mitchell, and their two children in 
Greenwich Village, was celebrated 
for his profiles chronicling the 
lives of New York characters. 
Gould was an eccentric in the tra- 
dition of Henry Miller, living large- 
ly on the goodwill of anyone who 
would listen to him as he authored 
The Oral History of Our Time, all 
the while financing himself with 
contributions to the Joe Gould

Fund. He was memorialized in 
work by contemporaries like e.e. 
cummings, Wallace Stevens and 
Mitchell himself. The film follows 
the 10-year relationship between 
the two men. 

At first blush, the appeal of this 
story to actor/director/writer Tucci 
approaches facile. 

“His stories are so simply 
poignant and they’re about every- 
day people and those are the kinds 
of movies that I like to make. 
When I read Joe Mitchell’s stories, 
I thought if I could make movies 
the way this guy writes profiles, 
then that would be an achieve- 
ment.” 

Touching sentiment. Except for 
one thing. Stanley Tucci is a tight- 
lipped, arrogant individual who is 
very pleasant about being difficult. 
In short, he’s a New Yorker. This, 
my second interview with the man 
(the first being at the Toronto Film 
Festival for The Impostors), is 
notable because he has deigned to 
speak above a whisper. His arro- 
gance, while frowned upon by 
Canadians, is not regarded as a 
negative trait in Manhattan. In fact, 
it is characteristic of Manhattan 
and Tucci has it in spades. 

It was Spiro Agnew, vice-presi- 


_ dent to Richard Nixon, who coined 


the phrase ‘effete intellectual 
snobs’ when describing eastern 
liberal establishment. Tucci is 
more street than effete. Big Night, 
a Fellini-meets-Woody Allen story 
about two Italian immigrant broth- 
ers (Tucci and Tony Shalhoub) try- 


ing to survive as restaurateurs in 
the 1950s, was Tucci's first effort 
at simultaneously co-writing, co- 
directing and co-starring in one 
project, and the results are com- 
pulsively watchable. His second 
film, The Impdstors, a period 
caper movie, was less so, but it 
established a visual baseline for 
how he sees the world, which 
largely begins and ends with New 
York and takes place in the decade 
following the Second World War. 

Born and raised in Westchester, 
N.Y., which is within commuting 
distance of the city, Tucci readily 
admits his film influence comes 
from Woody Allen. They both pre- 
fer to shoot in New York, they 
tend to collect a loyal group of 
actors who regularly work with 
them and they prefer to hang on to 
as much control of their films as 
possible. The similarities are there, 
but Tucci handily picks up where 
Allen has left off. 

Joe Gould’s Secret brings togeth- 
er all of Tucci’s favored elements 
in a story about one charismatic 
individual who is barking mad. 
There’s a risk investing so much in 
a character like this, but Tucci 
isn’t troubled. 

“Why wouldn't people like this 
character? Because he’s disgusting 
and horrible? I think there’s 
enough humor in there and he’s 
lovable enough, it doesn’t worry 
me.”

hen I was about 11, nothing 
W would send me into hysterics 

like the Bill Cosby stand-up 
records I discovered in my grand- 
parents’ basement. I particularly 
loved his description of the antag- 
onistic relationship he shared with 
his younger brother Russell and 
the fear they both shared of incur- 
ring dad’s wrath. Having my own 
younger brother and sometimes 
intimidating father, I could see the 
humor in the situations he would 
describe. 

There was also another dimen- 
sion to his routine, however, that I 
wasn't as familiar with. Two of the 
central aspects of many of the sto- 
ries was the poverty he and his 
family endured and the similar cir- 
cumstances of his entire neighbor- 
hood. Recorded in the 1960s 
before the days of groundbreaking 
black comics such as Richard 
Pryor and Rudy Ray Moore, the 
racial content of Cosby’s stand-up 
wasn’t foregrounded, but it was 
there. 

This illustrates the three impor- 
tant points: 1) most forms of com- 
edy are relative to the particular 
person; 2) much of “black” humor 
deals with racial difference; and 3) 
sometimes grandparents have cool 
stuff you can steal. 

Flash-forward to the present 
and Spike Lee’s stand-up-umentary 
The Original Kings of Comedy 
showcases the talents of four wild- 
ly successful comics within the 
black community. Filmed during 
the two-year Kings of Comedy 
tour, it features the routines of 
Steve Harvey, D.L. Hughley, Cedric 
the Entertainer and Bernie Mac. 
Relatively unknown in mainstream 
media, the foursome have consis- 
tently sold out their shows. 

Lee’s interest in the men lies in 
their status as strong representa- 
tives of African-American culture.

All nice and good talking about 
emotions and horse language, but 
how quickly does his method work 
you might ask? Very quickly, says 
Roberts. 

“I can have an unbroken horse 
ready to ride in 30 minutes,” notes 
the trainer. “In the end you have a 
better horse for its whole life 
because the horse is doing what it 
wants to do out of its own choice 
— it’s voluntary.” 

Roberts’ process is also pretty 
easy to teach, especially since it’s 
observational and physically- 
based. “Most people can get pretty 
good at the technique in three or 
four weeks — it’s not hard to learn 
— it’s just hard to be dedicated. 
You have to learn how to deal with 
being bored for a long time. It’s 
like learning French, it will take 
time to learn how the horses com- 
municate.” 

Mind you, Roberts has an easier 
job of trying to get his message 
across in the year 2000 where ani- 
mal science has caught up to his 
technique and actually agrees with 
him in the fact that animals are 
capable of communicating 
between themselves using indige- 
nous languages. 

Roberts recounts an incident 15 
years ago when his testimony was 
thrown out of court in a case 
where he was brought in as an 
expert witness on animal commu- 
nications. While his testimony was 
ultimately reinstated by a supervis- 
ing panel of judges, it does under- 
line how far society has shifted. 

There are still detractors who 
accuse him of trickery — using 
horses in his demonstrations that 
he’s already broken — an asser- 
tion he finds plainly ridiculous. 

Tow can there be tricks involved? 


Everything Roberts advocates 
for horses applies to the human 
realm, states the dedicated human- 
ist. For example, not only has he 
struggled for a lifetime to 
renounce his father’s violence 
against horses, he’s also worked 
hard to make the world a better 
place for children than it was for 
himself: he’s taken in nearly 50 fos- 
ter children over the past decades 
alone. He also advocates tirelessly 
against the systematic violence in 
society and struggles to demon- 
strate that there are better ways to 
live. 

It was only a few generations 
ago says the author, when we were 
using whips to discipline children 
and workers, “now we've moved 
on to using violent words to move 
people forward.” 

The secret, Roberts believes, is 
to follow his lead and allow work- 
ers and children to jointly set their 
goals and partner with them for 
success rather than coercing with 
a metaphorical whip frorm behind 
and just having them resent their 
tasks. “Sit down with your work- 
ers and negotiate innovative ways 
to do the work. Get out of the dis- 
cipline business; remember that 
you're on the same team.” 

One final note about the real-life 
horse whisperer: he’s certainly no 
fan of the movie. According to 
Roberts, The Horse Whisperer 
author Nick Evans did observe 
him in action and used training 
tapes of him in the writing of the 
book, but didn’t follow through 
with the “Join Up” method. 

“There are whole scenes using 
the Neanderthal methods of horse 
training that I've fought so hard to 
change,” sighs Roberts, who refus- 
es to have any association with the 
book or film. “It really sends a bad 
message.”

eaten at O’Byrne’s Irish Pub (part of the Varscona 
Hotel complex on 82 Avenue and 106 Street). Thi 
was an oversight we just needed to rectify then 
and there. 

The best thing about the timing of our decision 
(after a late afternoon show) is that this typically 
hoppin’ late-night destination was pretty quiet 
when we arrived, allowing the scaled-down 

coobie Review Gang to hog the joint. 

If you. haven't yet been fo O’Byrne’s, let me tell 
you that is one very comfortable dining room. It 
does go a little deep into the traditional-antique- 
Irish-pub-fixings, but that’s a small gripe. Overall I 
like the pub’s scale, the ample dark wood fixtures, 
the massive flagstone fireplace and the small, 
stained-glassed partitioned rooms. 

Ray and I were pretty hungry when we arrived 
so we ordered tout de suite. I went for the 
Calamari with Tzatiki Sauce and the Traditional

Not 
only is it served in an adorable mini-champagne 
bottle (complete with oversized wired-on cork), 
it’s more cocktail-like than not, tasting for all the 
world like a cooler more than an ale.

“Again, I 
would ask them what it looks like 
in their mind and then to introduce 
a physical representation of that in 
their physical environment.” 
Surrounded by bouquets of flow- 
ers, boxes of chocolate and pic- 
tures of people kissing your feet, it 
will only be a matter of time 
before-this manifests in real life. 

Another of McFarthing’s clients 
wanted to be in a long-term rela- 
tionship. “I asked her to come up 
with something in her apartment 
that would represent that,” she 
explains. “She decided roses and 





the color pink represented love 
and relationships to her. We plant 
ed roses in her garden and worked 
on introducing pink throughout 
her house. Within six weeks, she 
was in a relationship.” 

McFarthing admits that a lot of 
the power of her particular 
approach to Feng Shui has to do 
with taking an active role in focus- 
ing on what you want. “It’s all 
interconnected,” she explains 
“You think about what you want 
and physically introduce represen- 
tations of it into your space and 
the universe supports this.” 

The Feng Shui McFarthing prac- 
tices is a more Westernized ver- 
sion based on the theories of the 
Black Tantric Buddhist Sect (BTB) 
based in California. “The idea is 
that thought creates form,” 
McFarthing says. “By creating the 
intention, by thinking and writing 
down and introducing physical 
representations in your space of 
what you want to have happen in 
your life, you can make it so.” It’s a 
bit like that thing your mom used 
to say to you about having confi- 
dence. If you act confident, soon 
you will feel confident and others 
will see you as confident.
